An idea taken from the mil- 
itary might be a solution to the 
difficult issue of upgrading 
Blacks within the city’s police 
department. 


« The eteironahdpaiaciinand 
of a program to train police 
officers for management 
positions--is being “looked 
into,” according to Columbus 
Safety Director Alphonso 
Montgomery. 


The training program would 
be comparable to the “Officer's 
Candidate Schools” by which 
the military finds potential 
management-level candidates, 
and. attempts to develop their 
management skills. 

Montgomery says the police 
division is looking for ways ta 
develop a “well-trained cadre 
of potential persons to be pro- 
moted.” The plan, according to 
Montgomery, would be an 
effort to "increase the numbers

of Blacks to be eligible” for 
promotion through the normal 
channels. 

Any plan which would be 
implemented would have to be 
acceptable to all the parties.in 
the suit filed by Black police 
officers, alleging discrimina-. 
tion in promotions, assign- 
ments, and treatment. Judge 
Robert Duncan found the evi- 
dence “overwhelming” that the 
city’s Black officers had been 
the victims of discrimination, 
and ordered the parties to 
develop an acceptable remedy 
by. February 15. 


if the parties are unable to 
develop an acceptable remedy, 
Duncan stated that he would 
develop a remedy for the city. 


Alexander Spater, attorney 
for the Black officers, stated 
that hé had not heard of the 
city's interest in developing 
such a program. However, 
Spater said he would be inter- 


ested “in any program which 
increased the numbers of 
Blacks as supervisors and 
improved the quality of 
supervision.” 

In a related matter, Spater 
has already presented a prop- 
osal to the city in behalf of the 
Black officers. Although he 
said it would be “premature” to 
discuss the details of the pian, 
Spater foresees a remedy 
entailing structural changes in 
the way policé are promoted 
and assigned which would 
“rectify past discrimination.” 

In a Detroit police discrimi- 
nation case, separate promo- 
tional lists were developed to 
ensure that Black police offic- 
ers were brought into supervi- 
sory positions. Spater said that 
while suttran approach was“a 
possibility,” he was “not sure 
that's the only way to do it. I'm 
not even sure it’s the best.” 

Police Chief Dwight Joseph, 
Jr.’s comments that there was 
now no discrimination in the 

¢ 


division of police was “some- 
thing of concern” to Spater, 
and “hopefully of concern to 
Mr. Montgomery,” Spater said, 
noting that “such statements 
are contrary to what Judge 
Duncan found. If that's the 
position of the Department of 
Public Safety, it bodes ill fora 
settlement,” Spater said, but it 
is not necessarily if the ‘state- 
ments merely reflected the 
chief's opinion, and not the 
feelings of the department.

With that type of thinking, we're not surprised at Duncan's 
ruling. 

© Officers of POER should be commended for having the 
guts to speak out against injustices they saw in the depart- 
ment.

“This policy supposedly absolves 
the United States of any responsi- 
bility to condemn White-on-Black 
brutality in South Africa,” Robin- 
son said. 


In addition to “Free”, there is 
more good news; bad news for 
Pretoria. internal backlash against 
South Africa's genocide is rising 
among the white population there. 


"Since February '84, 165 (mostly 


Blacks) have died in protests and 


more than 1,000 Blacks jailed in 
indiscriminate gestapo actions. 
The white moderates, although 
small in number, can no longerbe 
counted on by the government. 
Moderate whites in America will 
also be attracted to Robinson's 
movement because it is moral and 
just. If Reagan does not move 
quickly to diffuse it by applying 
pressure on Botha’s government, 
he may have a domestic problem 
on his hands -- the likes of the 60s.

Probable death of the 
mother, rape, incest — none of” 
these are consideréd sufficient 
reasons for allowing an abortion. 

As a result, the President is sup- 
ported, both politically and finan- 
cially, by a tobby of-anti- 
abortionists who take the same 
hard-line approach that he does.

After decades of progress in the United States, 
Black Americans are as socially, economically and 
politically alienated as they have been at any time in 
their history. More than 50 percent of ali Biack babies 
are born to single mothers, many of whom are child- 
renthemselves. Half of all convicted felons are Black. 
Educational attainment among Black children is des- 
pairingly tow, only one in seven scores above the 50th 
percentile on college entrance exams. Black youth 
unemployment is at an all-time high, reaching 58.2 
percent by the end of last year: And only 11 percent of 
Black Americans voted for the most popular presi- 
dentin U.S. history. 

This gfim reality lies in the wake of billions of dol- 
lars = 20 years of federal expenditures on programs 
specifically targeted to help this country's poor 
disenfranchised minorities. vs and 

it is all too obvious fhat past strategies are not 
working, even the once-aggressive and innovative’ 
strategies ofthe sixties--culminating in landmark civil 
rights legislation--are no match for the development 
crisis that looms today and threatens to abandon as 
many‘as one-third of Black Americans in a permanent 
underclass. 

Yet, there is cause for some optimism. 

The National Center for Neighborbood Kianiovion 
(NCNE), a Washington, D.C.-based research and 


demonstration organization, has for the past year: 
~ worked with" 


Black grassroots leaders, scholars and 
development strategists to identify a viable develop- 
ment program that not only gets more money into the 
hands of those who need it but simultaneously pro- 
motes an expanded economy. 

Creating greater wealth and ownership opportuni- 
ties for Blacks is a must and necessary for this coun-. 
try's continued growth. Japanese Americans, for 
example, have a 30 percent new business formation 
rate compared to the only 8 percent business growth 
rate among Black Americans. As a result, Japanese 
Americans have the highest median income and low- 
est unemployment rate of any group in society. 

Americans today must either agree to the conti- 
nuation of current social programs and policies as 
they are or accept the opportunity to modify and 
redirect those programs and policies to empower 
beneficiaries more fully. The outcome of either 
approach is uncertain; but, given the documented 
failures of current social policies, the creation of a 
class of citizens permanently dependent on social 
programs, and the economic realities of current 
budget cuts, we must adopt a new social policy..A 
new policy would.maximize the freedom of choice 
and the independence of those receiving 
government-funded services while not excluding the 
need for maintenance programs like Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children and food stamps. 

Such a shift in government emphasis in no way 
condones the abandonment of programs that alle- 
viate the problems of the poor. Arguments made in 
favor of a policy shift do, however, emphasize the 
need to empower the people “protected” by social 
programs and support the necessity of removing 
inherent barriers that inhibit individuals, indigenous 
groups, insti tions, 41 ies t

The Council believes that: 

*those most affected by the problems must be 
active participants in the solutions to those problems; 

*strategies should be solution as opposed to prob- 
tem oriented; ; 

edevelopment should replace maintenance; 

estrategies should represent positive sum as 


"opposed to zero sum solutions; 


estrategies should be based on the strengths and 
self-help resources in the Black community, not on 
perceived cesspools of pathology and passivity; and 
ecost-effective strategies should replace massive 


oman, atructuces, 


infusions of federal funds. 

The Council's recommendations center on eco- 
nomic development, housing, education and family 
development. 

Economic Development 

Most development analysts agree that.a communi- 
ty's economic growth is directly tied to the rate at 
which businesses are formed and expanded to 
replace those that fail’ in addition, researchers at MIT 
found that between 60 to 80 percent of all new jobs 
are created by small, young companies, not by the 
Fortune 500 corporations. 

The Administration should take a leadership role in 
pushing for a package of economic incentives 
designed to increase the number of businesses 
formed and expanding in areas of high Black unem- 
plovment. The availability of risk capital is generally 

regarded as critical bad the development and growth: 
of new firms. 

First, the Administration should support the adop- 
tion of legislation allowing an immediate tax write-off 


~ for equity investments in smaii firms located in desig- 


nated distressed areas. If this incentive were success- 
ful in attracting only 1 percent of the money invested 
annually in current tax-avoidance schemes, $100 mil- 
lion annually in badly needed investment would flow 
into job-generating ices in poor inner-city areas, for 
example. 

Second, in order to increase the.likelihood that 
residents of these areas—both the working and non- 
working poor-obtain jobs so created, employers hir- 
ing disadvantaged workers should be given a tax 
credit equalling a percentage of the worker's wages. 
This proposal was included in the Administration's 
most recent Urban Enterprise Zone bill, and we urge 
that it receive full support. 

Among the other things, tax savings realized by 
employers could bé used to pay for recruitment, 
screening and. support services provided by local 
community organizations, furtier reducing the risks 
associated with hiring disadvantaged workers. 

Housing 

There are approximately 1.3 million public housing 
units in the United States that cost the federal 
government over $4 billion annually in subsidies to 
local housing authorities: While thousands of. poor 
people are on waiting lists for these units, more than 
70,000 units remain vacant, often in a state of cisre-. 
pair. Crime and vandalism run rampant and make many 
public housing projects some of the country's worst 
slums. Yet, the government continues to subsidize 
public housing authorities for units even when they 
are unoccupied, thereby providing no incentive for 
cities to make the units habitable. 

The losers are the residents, local businesses, thé 
community and ultimately all Americans. 

These hostile conditions exist while the cities and 
so-called allies of the poor demand that the federal 
government build more public housing. Such condi- 
tions can no longer be permitted to exist. Subsidies 
for vacant units should be reduced or cut. The money 
saved should be used to support public housing resi- 
dent organizations that.have demonstrated an ability. 
to restore public housing and create healthy 
environments. 

The Reagan Administration should support these 
and other low-income housing groups by assisting 
their efforts.toward hameqwnership..A sampaign to 


“ 'Srhipower resident organizationstamanagetheirown 
- public housing properties would assist this effort 


nationwide. Policies and legislation that would give 
resident groups the authority to give first considera- 
tion to qualified residents for major property repair 
and renovation contracts, for example, would not 
only expedite the work but would decrease the high 
unemployment rates that characterize most public 
housing developments. A national effort would-also 
highlight the accomplishments of resident organiza- 
tions and encourage other low-income public hous- 
ing resident groups to take contro! of their housing 
and assume greater responsibility for their own 
destinies.
